The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed toward a method of producing a lithium nickel cobalt manganese oxide wherein 
the method comprises grinding a dry precipitate of nickel cobalt manganese hydroxide 
with a stoichiometric amount of LiOHH 2 0 or Li 2 C0 3 and at least one boron compound 
as sintering agent. The claimed composition has the claimed pellet density. 

The prior art does not teach the claimed invention. Shiozaki teaches a wet slurry 
method.
